1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951,  which  has 
been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  42/51. 

During  1951  three  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  involving  two  out¬ 
breaks,  in  both  of  which  infection  occurred  at  a  considerable  distance  from  this 
district.  1  he  third  case  was  of  secondary  infection. 

In  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  57  cases  of  Measles  occurred  and  daily  visits  to 
the  school  by  the  School  Nurse  ensured  early  detection  and  treatment.  There  were 
no  fatalities. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest 
and  support  and  the  Clerk,  Mr.  Williams  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Morley  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

SECTION  C.  SANITART  CIRCUMSTANCES  AND  INSPECTIONS 

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Weobley  Rural  District  is  situated  in  the  North-Western  portion  of  the 
County  of  Herefordshire,  and  comprises  twenty-six  Parishes,  each  of  which  has  a 
Village  or  Hamlet  as  its  nucleus.  The  largest  centres  of  the  community  are  Weob¬ 
ley,  Foxley  Estate,  Eardisland,  Dilwyn  and  Canon  Pyon. 

The  principal  Industry  is  Agriculture,  and  the  major  portion  of  the  population 
is  connected  either  directly,  or  indirectly  with  it. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  only  Public  Water  Supply  is  in  the  Parish  of  Weobley.  This  Scheme  is 
fed  from  the  Springs  situated  at  the  Hurst,  Dilwyn,  and  a  piped  supply  is  provided 
to  Weobley  Village.  No  cases  of  water  shortage  were  reported  during  the  year, 
although  consumption  continued  to  slightly  increase. 

Under  present  circumstances  much  water  is  allowed  to  run  to  waste,  after 
being  used  to  operate  the  Ram  Pump  which  supplies  the  compensation  water  to  the 
three  Farms  at  The  Hurst. 

By  increasing  the  size  of  the  Storage  Reservoir  and  installation  of  an  Electric 
Pump  to  supply  compensation  water,  the  existing  Springs  could  be  used  to  greater 
advantage. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  The  Hurst,  and  results  of  Bacteriological  examin- 
ation  indicate  that  the  water  is  Highly  satisfactory/’

PARISH  WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  greater  portion  of  the  area  is  dependant  for  Water  Supply  on  Wells  and 
in  some  cases  Springs.  The  Parishes  of  Mansel  Lacy,  Yazor  and  Byford,  receive 
a  piped  supply  from  the  Byford  Pumping  Station. 

Eardisland .  Mansel  Carnage,  Canon  Pyon,  and  Staunton-on-Wye  also  have 
small  private  Piped  Water  Supplies.

Where,  after  examination,  Wells  have  been  found  unsatisfactory,  the  persons 
concerned  have  been  notified  and  instructed  in  methods  to  be  adopted  to  safeguard 
public  health. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

A  system  of  Public  Sewers  with  Disposal  Works  is  provided  in  the  Village  of 
Weobley.  The  Sewers  are  in  good  condition  generally,  except  that  the  length  of 
9in.  dia.  Sewer  from  the  Burton  Wood  Estate  appears  to  be  laid  with  a  shallow 
fall,  and  it  is  considered  that  the  installation  of  an  Automatic  Flushing  Tank  on 
this  length  would  effect  considerable  improvement. 

The  Sewage  Works  cannot  be  regarded  as  being  entirely  satisfactory  in  its 
present  state,  but  with  constant  supervision,  the  effluent  is  such  that  no  complaints 
have  been  received.  Consideration  should  be  given  towards  effecting  improve¬ 
ment  at  the  outfall  works. 

Dilwyn  is  provided  with  a  Sewer  which  serves  part  of  the  Village.  It  dis¬ 
charges  untreated  Sewage  into  a  ditch  adjacent  to  the  Common.  This  arrangement 
cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  provision  of  a  Sewerage  Scheme  should 
be  earnestly  considered.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

No  cases  of  Pollution  have  been  reported  during  the  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  scavenged  by  Contract,  the  larger  Villages  receive  a 
collection  once  every  six  weeks  and  the  more  sparsely  populated  areas  once  every 
three  months,  the  one  exception  being  l  oxley  Housing  Estate  which,  owing  to  the 
special  circumstances  pertaining  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a  weekly  collection 
was  provided. 

The  collection  of  Household  Refuse  is  a  service  which  is  greatly  appreciated 
throughout  the  District,  and  from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view,  more  frequent 
collections  are  desirable. 

Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Council  were  considering  the  adoption 
of  a  Direct  Labour  Scheme  of  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  with  a  view  to 
effecting  some  improvement  on  present  methods. 

The  Tip  at  Stretford  is  treated  regularly  to  ensure  that  the  Rat  population  is 
kept  to  a  minimum.  The  extreme  difficulty  in  obtaining  soil  or  other  materials 
suitable  for  covering,  precludes  the  possibility  of  sealing  the  Tips  regularly,  but 
every  effort  is  made  to  provide  covering  material,  whenever  it  becomes  available. 
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DISINFECTIONS 

Terminal  Disinfection  is  carried  out  as  requisite.  Formalin  gas  or  sulphur 
dioxide  being  employed  when  appropriate. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  Rodent  Inspector  was  appointed  to  work 
in  conjunction  with  the  Dore  and  Bredwardine  R.D.C..  on  a  fifty-fifty  basis.  The 
Inspector  commences  his  duties  on  the  18th  January,  1952,  when  it  is  anticipated 
that  a  survey  of  the  entire  area  will  be  commenced,  with  a  view  to  taking  more 
effective  action  in  an  effort  to  rid  the  area  of  the  Rodent  nuisance.

There  were  two  outbreaks,  both  of  which  occurred  outside  the  district.  There 
were  three  cases,  one  being  due  to  secondary  infection.  No  deaths  occurred.  One 
outbreak  was  due  to  Salmonella  typhi-murium,  the  other  Salmonella  S.  Newport. 
The  foods  involved  in  both  outbreaks  were  not  detected  but  in  each  instance 
manufactured  meat  products  were  included  in  the  suspected  meal.

These  figures  compared  with  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
child  population  indicate  that  48%  of  the  child  population  under  five  years  of  age 
has  been  immunised  against  dipththeria  as  compared  with  47.9%  at  the  end  of  1930. 
82.9%  of  the  child  population  of  5-14  years  has  been  immunised  against  diphtheria 
as  compared  with  81.9%  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  To  sum  up,  69.1%  of 
the  children  under  15  years  of  age  has  been  immunised  compared  with  67.9%  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1950. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

At  the  end  of  1951  the  Tuberculosis  Register  contained  the  names  of  thirty- 
seven  males  and  thirty-two  females  who  normally  reside  within  the  district. 

During  the  year  eighteen  new  cases  were  notified,  fifteen  on  account  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  three  because  of  the  presence  of  the  disease  in  parts 
of  the  body  other  than  the  lungs. 

During  the  same  period  one  death  of  a  person  suffering  from  1  ’uberculosiu 
occurred,  seven  recovered  and  five  left  the  district.
